Although the Riedel et al. and Jordan et aL 
references newly cited appear to disclose metallocenes having monohydrocarbylamido ligands 
bonded directly to the metal atoms, neither in fact teaches how to make or use such a species, and 
under the combined holdings of in reBiak . 226 USPQ 870, 872 (CAFC 1985), in re Baird, 16 
F.3d 380 (CAFC 1994), in re Ruschig, 154 USPQ 1 18 (CCPA 1967), in re Frilette, 168 
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USPQ 368 (CCPA 1971), and in re Samour, 571 F.2d 559 (CCPA 1978), these references do not 
properly anticipate or render obvious the present claims.
